Here is the story of their march 
into Aachen and back: 

They rode in a jeep to our for- 
ward line here at the railroad 
tracks right on the edge of the 
city. From there they walked into 
the city, Kading striding down the 
middle of the Streets carrying the 
bedsheet, and the other two flank- 
ing him. 

They reached a smashed under- 
pass and, peering through the 


gloom, sighted three German sol- 
diers. 


Recognizing the flag of 
truce, the Germans waved for the 
Americans to come on. 


Messengers Blindfolded. 

“They blindfolded us with our 
own handkerchiefs,” Boehme said. 
“I told them we had a message 
for the German commandant and 
one of the German soldiers asked 
what it was. I said it was infor- 
mation for the commandant. Then 
I heard one of the soldiers whisper 
to another: ‘I hope it is a reason- 
able offer.’ 


“They were leading us now by 
holding onto our arms. There 
was some rubble under foot, but 
not much. We took quite a long 
walk and then we got to what I 
believe was a German company 
headquarters. It was the living 
room of a small house. 

“A young German second lieu- 
tenant was there. He was pretty 
stiff and he and his soldiers there 
half-heiled us when he got in and 
they took off our biindfolds. They 
stuck their arms half way up in 
a kind of salute. 

“I told the lieutenant we wanted 
to see the troop commander. He 
but just told one 
of his men to take us to another 
command post. 


Taken to Cellar. 


“They blindfolded us again and 
we were off again—this time to 
a battalion command post. This 
was another long and zig-zaggy 
walk, We ended up in a cellar this 
time and I heard a dog barking 
somewhere nearby. At this place, 
we saw a lieutenant who was a 
battalion adjutant. 


“I gave him two envelopes, each 
one addressed both to the German 
commander of Aachen and to the 
burgomeister and told him to give 
them to his commanding officer. 

“Most of the Germans we saw 
while we were there in Aachen 
wore ribbons of the Russian cam- 
paigns. They looked tough.” 

Lafley, who had been standing 
nodding quietly, entered the story 
at this point: 


“He signed a receipt for those) 


papers and I put down the time 
on it. It was 10:50 a. m 

“We offered them some cigar- 
ettes and they took them and of- 
fered us some of theirs. I took 
one and didn’t like it. Boehme 
went on smoking his pipe. The 
German lieutenant asked me, 
‘How long have we got?’ I told 
him it was rigXht there in the pa- 
pers.

NAVY WANTS TO GET 


BUT HAS NO TAKER 


Maritime Commission Isn’t 
Interested and French Prob- 
ably Would Prefer Cash 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
The one-time French luxury liner 
Normandie has become a “white 
elephant” which no one seems to 
want, 

Since the Navy some time ago 
halted its work looking toward 


converting the ocean giant into a 
transport, numerous official dis- 


cussions have been held looking to 


the disposition of the vessel, but 
the Navy has found no takers. 

The Maritime Commission isn’t 
interested, it is learned here. The 
commission thinks it would be to 
expensive ana require too much 
time to prepare the ship for sea 
duty. 

Whether the French will want 
the Normandie back has not been 
stated, but the French are gener- 
ally expected to ask for cash in- 
stead. 

The United States requisitioned 
the Normandie at its dock in New 
York.harbor in December, 1941. 
The ship was turned over to the 
Navy and renamed the Lafayette, 
but it burned and sank before it 
could be put to sea. 

The Navy then raised the vessel 
and again began preparing it as 
a transport, but suspended _ the 
work many months ago. 

The Navy still maintains a skel- 
eton crew on the vessel, and has 
made no announcement as to fur- 
ther disposition, the last official 
word, last summer, being that the 
department was “still studying 
the advisability of completing the 
job.”

“We must make landings on the 
China coast in order to secure a 
land mass close enough to the 
Japanese empire to enable us to 
employ the air forces which will 
be at our disposal.” 

In an hour-long response to 21 
written questions, the Pacific com- 
mander told correspondents: 

“T assure you that we are Mov- 
ing as rapidly as possible in the 
Pacific area to extend our power 
westward and in due time that 
power will include the east coast 
of China. 


Formosa a Strong Point. 

“So long as Formosa is in the 
hands of the Japanese, it will be 
a very strong point, as they can 
continue to supply it with al! 
power. 

“China coast cities such as Foo- 
chow, menaced by the Japanese, 
have not been of much influence 
in this war yet, but the China 
situation is serious, 

“To the extent that the Japanese 
improve their situation in China, 
our task will become more diffi- 
cult. But when we have the means 
to do it, we will get the bases in 
China we want.” 

Nimitz added that “judging from 
Gen. MacArthur's past perform- 
ance, I predict he will do the same 
iob in the Philippines that he did 
in New Guinea; perhaps even 
more thoroughly. 

“Certainly the regources of the 
United States incifiding the Pa- 
cific fleet—will be with him.” 


Typhoons Are Handicap. 


Nimitz said the Japanese have 
a defensive advantage during the 
typhoon season, from June to De- 
eember. 

“During the past two weeks,” 
he added, “the typhoons have 
given us much trouble. They han- 
dicapped the landing of stores at 
Peleliu under storm conditions al- 
most duplicating those that threat- 
ened the Normandy invasion. 

“In Peleliu we have gained an 
airfield from which we In the cen 
tral Pacific can support whatever 
operations Gen. MacArthur has 
for the Philippines. 

“We gained an anchorage which 
is somewhat mediocre at present, 
but which will improve-—which we 
ean use for surface forces. Its 
value in such close proximity to 
the Philippines is obvious.” 

Peleliu is 575 miles east of the 
Philippines. 

“Rurthermore, with Peleliu we 
have cut the Japanese from such 
bases as they are still occupying 
in the Carolinas. The capture of 
the Marianas group cut their lines 
from the north. Peleliu cuts them 
from the west. 

“Planes can fly from the Philip- 
pines to Yap ot Woleai, but they 
can't make the round trip. From 
Peleliu and Guam, various Japa- 
mese island bases can be attacked 
frequently. The Peleliu base will 
become more satisfactory as the 
weather moderates. 


Effort Warranted. 

“We knew all along that Peleliu 
would be tough, but its importance 
warranted the effort. Even if it 
had been tougher, we still felt we 
bad to take it to protect our long 
line of supply. Submarines are 
the only Japanese vessels that can 
pow go to the Carolines.” 

Adm. Nimitz said t'e Japanese

| He said the British eastern fleet,

tralian and New Zealand units un- 
der Gen. MacArthur. 

Regarding the weather, Nimitz 
said the equatorial belt early in 
the war had handicapped opera- 
tions considerably, particularly on 
the north coast of New Guinea 
and in New Britain. This is a 


‘belt of uncertain weather with an 


area 50 to 200 miles wide, with the 


‘southern edge of the north coast 


of New Guinea and the northern 
in the Caroline islands. 

“We've licked that problem,” he 
added, “and our operations won't 
be hindered much henceforth by 
the equatorial belt. 

“But the typhoons which handi- 
cap our secret weapon—replenish- 
ing ships at sea—are still a great 
hidrance.” 


Importance of Marcus. 


Marcus Island is important to 
the Japanes as an observation 


post, Nimitz said, in commenting 
'on the day-long Third Fleet attack 


on the islet Sunday. 

He described Marcus as a trian- 
gular island a mile long each way, 
with an average elevation of 60 
feet. 

“There is no harbor to speak of, 
but it is only 760 miles to Wake 
and Japanese planes could fly 
there. 

“We have seen no planes 
Wake for a long time, however. 

“The 700-mile search radius 
from Marcus covers a nice part 
of the Pacific approaches to the 
Japanese empire.

Interpreting 
The War News 


STAGE IS SET | 
FOR BIG BLOW |

S we consider the nature of 
the fighting on the First Army 
front, we should keep in mind 
'that what we call for conveni- 
line” is not 
line at all, but a deep 
zone where the Ger- 
'mans have not only constructed 
fortifications and obstacles but 
are also taking advantage of 
every terrain feature for defen- 
sive purposes. 

In this area, the permanent 
works appear to consist mainly of 
tank obstacles and pillboxes. The 
tank obstacles are not, apparent- 
ly, disposed in great depth. There 
were one or two belts of the curi- 
ously-shaped concrete “dragon's 
teeth” near the frontier, but no 
front report has mentioned find- 
ing these things farther back. 

In any case, these obstacles are 
perfectly visible, and they do no 
more than impose delay because 
they can be broken through by 
well-equipped engineers without 
great difficulty. Their purpose is 
to prevent a sudden _ surprise 
attack by an overwhelming force 
of armored troops. They serve 
that purpose when they make the 
attacker pause to break through 
them, thus giving due warning of 
his approach. 
| Behind these obstacles, the Ger- 
mans appear to have had a con- 
siderable number of well-camou- 
'flaged infantry fire-positions (pill- 
boxes) providing concealed shel- 
ter and good fields of fire for 
machine guns, automatic rifles, 
and 37-millimeter cannon. Other 
infantry groups were found in 
fortified buildings, in woods and 
in trenches. The Germans appear 
to have made great use of mor- 
tars, and these plus their mobile 
artillery have been their chief re- 
liance in support of the pillboxes. 
There do not, however, seem to 
have been any of the great con- 
crete forts, armed with heavy 
cannon, which are to be found in 
the older part of the Siegfried 
‘line farther south, on the former 
French-German frontier. 

The German artillery opposing 
the First Army has been entirely 
mobile, 

However, the heart and soul of 
an effective defense lies in coun- 
terattack, and this has been the 
principal German weakness. They 
do not have enough good infantry 
or enough armor for this purpose. 
'They use the few good battalions 
they do have over and over again, 
‘shifting them hastily from one 
| point to another. Consequently 
| they suffer disproportionately 
| heavy losses, and while their local 
‘counterthrusts are fierce enough, 
‘there has not been enough punch 
to them to effect anything more 
than a temporary and entirely 
local check to the American in 
ifantry. 

The result has been that the 
| First Army has pushed through 
| the zone in which the permanent 
'fortifications are to be encoun- 
itered, and is now confronted by 
|}earthworks-——trenches—-which the 
‘Germans have hastily dug oppo- 
site the American area of pene- 
tration. We should not sell the 
‘trench too short. It is a good

Meanwhile, Gen. Ivan PBPagra- 
mian’s advance in the Baltic area 
was hailed here as the beginning 
of a new and powerful offensive 
against Germany from both east 
and west. The comparative ease 
in the fighting during the last 
few weeks is regarded here as 
the lull preceding not an ordinary 
storm, but a veritable hurricane. 
Figures on American production, 
which the Russian press has pub- 
licized, are among the reasons 
why the Russians are expecting 
the coming Allied offensive to 
outdo anything yet undertaken 
on the Allied fronts. 

As eager as any people to bring 
the war to a speedy and victorious 
conclusion, the Russians are cer- 
tain to launch new and powerful 
campaigns, perhaps synchronized 
with those the Allies are about 
to unleash. 

There is no more. significant 
passage in the latest issue of 
War and the Working Class, just 
off the press, than that which 
read: 

“In the nearest future the arm- 
ies of the United Nations will em- 
bank on a large scale maneuver- 
ing action which will result in the 
complete smashup of Hitlerite 
Germany. No power anywhere can 
prevent the armies from advanc- 
ing east and west in fullfilment 
of the sacred task of conquering 
Hitlerite Germany. No power any- 
where can prevent these armies 
from meeting in Berlin.” 

It is because the Russians are 
expecting decisive military action 
that they are also anticipating de- 
cisive diplomatic actions. The time 
for it is ripe. All the Allied na- 
tions, particularly the three that 
have been doing nearly all the 
fighting, are ready for positive 
and constructive decisions on the 
problems that will face the world 
at the end of the war.

The emotional quality of the 
language speaks for itself. nor is 
it anywhere nearly as powerful as 
what one hears in private discus- 
sions with Russians. 

The massacre which the Tallinn 
Gestapo carried out at Klooga. 20 
miles west of the Estonian capital, 
on Sept. 19, the day they aban- 
doned their camps, roused as much 
indignation and wrath as the rmur- 
der factory at Majdaneck, if only 
because no warnings and no pro- 
nouncements of the Allied leaders 
or the Allied press are having the 
least effect on the retreating Ger- 
mans. On that day the Gestapo 
killed 800 Russians, chiefly war 
prisoners, 700 Estonians and 1500 
Jews. Not so soon will the foreign 
correspondents forget the corpses 
they saw all around the camp and 
the pools of clotted blood inside 
the barracks. Among those mur- 
dered were 800 women and 86 chil- 
dren, 

To the Russians, furious over 
the fresh massacres the Germans 
are perpetrating in their retreat, 
any talk of “strategy of mercy” 
sounds, as one Red Army officer 
expressed himself, like “encourag- 
ing the Germans to continue their 
pillage and their mass murders.” 

No Russian is on record as de- 
manding the annihilation of the 
German nation or of preventing 
the Gérmans, after the war is 
over, from working and earning

It seems to me that those who claim 
that you are violating the Post-Dispatch 
platform by supporting Mr. Roosevelt in 
this campaign have not fully grasped 
the true import of Mr. Pulitzer’s words.

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A Foundation Is Laid 


Announcement of the draft for a world secur- 
ity organization, as developed by the Dumbarton 
Oaks conferees, is not an occasion for jubilation 
or superlatives. Rather, it is an occasion for 
such a sober summary as that of President Roose- 
velt: “The task of planning the great design of 
security and peace has been well begun.” It is 
an occasion also for such a warning reminder as 
that of Secretary Hull: “Much work remains to 
be done. . si 

Official statements are careful to emphasize a 
point that must be remembered in all consid- 
eration of the plan: the fact that the Dumbarton 
Oaks conference was only a preliminary meeting. 
Its participants were Big Four delegates of a 
grade one notch below the rank of Foreign Min- 
ister or Secretary of State. Their duty was to 
work out the first draft of a security plan, to lay 
the foundation for the structure which, it is the 
ardent hope of all the Allied peoples, will pre- 
vent a catastrophic World War III in another 
generation or so. 

Having completed their draft in six weeks of 
conferences, the delegates report to their imme- 
diate superiors. The Secretary of State and his 
opposite numbers report in turn to their own su- 
periors, the chiefs of state: Roosevelt, Churchill, 
Stalin and Chiang Kai-shek. The draft is made 
public, for appraisal and discussion, to be fol- 
lowed by possible revision. Eventually, the chiefs 
of state will agree on the exact terms of the per- 
manent organization, which their respective par- 
liaments in turn will ratify or reject.

In this open and democratic process, marred 
though it was by the secrecy surrounding the 
first stage, at Dumbarton Oaks, lies a basis for 
solid hope that this time a real security setup 
will be achieved, in contrast with the tragic fail- 
ure of a quarter-century ago which ultimately 
led to the present war. 

Ordinary citizens were just as convinced then 
as they are today that the nations must co- 
operate to make impossible the wholesale crime 
of war. When President Wilson on Jan. 8, 1918, 
set forth his peace program, the fourteenth point 
in particular was hailed as a promise of salva- 
tion for suffering humanity: 

A general association of nations must be 
formed under covenants for the purpose of 
affording mutual guarantees of political in- 
dependence and territorial integrity to cee 
and small alike. 

The lessons of history are being vesemaiab’ 
and acted upon by the planners of today. Our 
Government and those of our allies are proceed- 
ing cautiously, taking great care to avoid the 
many errors that brought to nothing the pre- 
vious effort to create a sane world order. 

For one thing, we can be grateful that the 
foundation of the new organization is being laid 
before the war is ended, before the fine co-opera- 
tion produced by common ideals and joint mili- 


tary action is dispelled by the letdown that comes 
with peace and by the domestic problems that 
will result in every country when the war ends. 

It was assumed in 1918 that there would be 
speedy agreement on a League of Nations at 
the peace table; that it would somehow spring 
full-grown into being out of the world’s des- 
perate longing for an end of war. Instead, it 
became involved in the pulling and hauling of 
the peace conference, and in politics at home. 

~ - * / 

Both these dangers are being averted by the 
present procedure. The security organization is 
to be embodied in a document separate from the 
peace pact, in recognition of the impasse that 
resulted when the two were combined in the 
Versailles Treaty. The coming conference will 
have many and difficult problems to consider— 
boundaries, punishment of the aggressors, re- 
habilitation, and so on. A security organization 
would again meet handicaps in such a forum. 

Secrecy was another major cause of the pre- 
vious fiasco. Mr. Wilson and Col. House worked 
out a draft of the proposed League several 
months before the President went to Paris. Be- 
cause he did not want to arouse premature con- 
troversy, the draft was kept secret until he read 
it to the conference, on Feb. 14, 1919, more than 
three months after the armistice. Then its de- 
fects, many, of which could have been ironed out 
in advance tf the draft had been publicly dis- 
cussed, became troublesome major issues. 

President Wilson made another error by fail- 
ing to keep the undertaking on a bi-partisan 
basis. Only one Republican, of little weight in 
the party, was on the peace delegation. Making 
the peace became a purely Democratic project, 
and the President added to the partisan flames 
by his political appeal to the voters in the 1918 
election, His tactics laid him wide open to Re- 
publican opposition. When members of his own 
party also joined the Battalion of Death, the fate 
of the treaty was sealed.

President Roosevelt and Secretary Hull have 
been careful to consult with both parties’ lead- 
ers in Congress, and to keep them informed of 
every step. Gov. Dewey’s representative, John 
Foster Dulles, was cordially received, even in the 
midst of a hot political campaign, and the peace 
organization has not become a partisan issue. The 
two party platforms indorse American participa- 
tion, and both houses of Congress, by overwhelm- 
ing non-partisan votes, urged the action. 

The work of framing the organization has only 
begun. From the debate that is sure to follow 
publication of the terms, clarification and amend- 
ment will result. Party feeling must be kept out 
of that debate. Every preliminary step shows a 
sincere desire to avoid the errors of 1919, and 
the world can be grateful for the promising 
signs at this early stage.

What Berle Actually Said 


Employing a device sometimes used by prose- 
cutors whose zeal exceeds their scruples, Mr. 
Dewey has made a man seem to say almost the 
diametrical opposite of what he actually said. 
The recipient of that treatment is Adolf A. Berle, 
Assistant Secretary of State and long-time New 
Dealer; the occasion, Mr. Dewey’s speech last 
Saturday night. 

“Over a period of years,” Mr. Dewey quoted 
Mr. Berle in his latest effort to substantiate a 
charge that the administration seeks to make this 
country a Socialist state, “the Government will 
gradually come to own most of the productive 
plants of the United States.” 

Here is what he did not quote: 

“If,” wrote Mr. Berle, “the Government under- 
takes to create wealth by using its own credit 
over a period of years,” then it will increasingly 
become the owner of industry. Mr. Dewey could 
have made the statement himself; he has said 
the same thing on frequent occasions; it is self- 
evident. Mr. Berle continued: 

If the country desires to make wealth cre- 
ation a function of government (I personally 
believe it must do so in larger measure than 
it has heretofore), the choice should be the 
considered choice of the country, and not the 
result of a policy of drift. ... In any case, 
it.is true that there are vast areas in which 
the Government probably cannot act effec- 
tively. 

No argument for Mr. Dewey here, except with 
the parenthetical insert, which Mr. Berle later 
shows he means to include more such things as 
TVA, slum clearance under USHA, public im- 
provements made in New York under LaGuar- 
dia. Further: 

In a democratic organization of economy, 
the obvious end should be to permit and re- 
quire private initiative to do as much of the 
work as it can, consistent with maintaining 
the national economy on a reasonably even 
flow, distributing the burdens meanwhile 
that no class will be unduly favored, no 
class unduly burdened, and a maximum of 
opportunity be provided for everyone to 
use his abilities usefully with corresponding 
reward. 

If that be Socialism, then by reiterated con- 
fession Mr. Dewey is a Socialist himself. Be that 
as it may, this little affair confers rather special 
interest on the statement, in the same Dewey 
speech, that “on Jan. 20 of next year we will 
restore honesty to our Government so that its 


spoken word can be trusted.”

willing ever to give them up, There is a conflict 
between the views of these two organizations, 
but the test of time may prove that it is no 
more than the difference between vision and 
hindsight.

Dieaie of Our Veteran Policy 
Offers Many Lessons for Today 


“When Johnny Comes Marching Home,” by Dixen 

Weeter. (Houghton Mifflin Co., Boston.) 

That thoughful men intend veterans te 
get more intelligent treatment than they 
have ever had receives additional confirma- 
tion in this volume by a Guggenheim Fellow 
and professor at the University of Califor- 
nia. Already the author of some excellent 
works on American socia) history, it is not 
to be wondered that Mr. Wecter has seized 
upon a topic very close to the consciousness 
of millions in and out of the United States. 

So pertinent is the subject and so sub 
stantial is the treatment that one may re 
gret the author did not take time to write 
a shorter and better book in place of this 
rather overstuffed and sometimes naive 
compendium. Moreover, publishers need to 
be reminded that cluttering up the text 
with a sprawling mass of materials is not 
a happy way to avoid the repellent parade 
of footnotes, 


Basing his account on a wide if not tn- 
variaby significant selection of soldiers’ 
comments, Wecter has surveyed the pattern 
of postwar years in America's three major 
struggles—the Revolution, Civil War and 
World War I, Certain tendencies tharac- 
terized all three eras. At the same time, 
notable differences have existed, of which 
the most conspicuous is the growing realiza- 
tion that the war is by no means over when 
the last shot has been fired. The GI Bill 
of Rights and such volumes as this one and 
Waller's recent “Veteran Comes Back” 
drive home the keenness of this feeling. 

After the Revolution, the lack of planning 
for the returned soldier, though tragically 
wasteful, was in part redressed by the 
availability of land and the fact that the 
Continental had not been completely torn 
out of his normal environment. The War of 
1812, like the Spanish-American War, in- 
volved too few men to call for much fore 
thought. 

The Civil War !n many ways ‘presented 
the most critical situation of any American 
war: one large section of the country had 
been defeated and the aftermath gave rise 
to the most bitter partisan politics. Further- 
more, as the Treasury raids clearly proved, 
the extended franchise made the veteran a 
force for demagogues to conjure with. World 
War I left disillusionment after enthusiastic 
idealism and required rehabilitation of 
men who had fought a foreign war, 


The wena conflict has all the com- 
plications of the last war and many of its 
own. People may ag well anticipate a let- 
down in enthusiasm, a revival of old com 
plaints about the manners and morals of 
men in uniform, and tensions between sol- 
dier and civilian. 

If, however, they as individuals recognize 
these prospects and if the governments— 
national, state and local—face the complex- 
ities of rehabilitation in time, the United 
States may avoid many if not all those 
shameful and tragic episodes characteristic 
of bygone postwar eras. 

The moral of Mr. Wecter’s account is that 
the time is now, for it is later than we 
think.

when “newly dug. Airplanes can 
spot it, and bring to bear upon 
it heavy concentrations of artil- 
lery fire. If the present good 
weather continues, therefore, the 
progress of the First Army should 
now be somewhat faster because 
its artillery can be of more help 
to the infantry against targets 
which are easier to register upon. 

But it is interesting to observe 
that Gen. Eisenhower is still do- 
ing business along the well-devel- 
oped lines which brought him 
victory in Tunisia, Sicily and Nor- 
mandy. 

He continues to make war by 
capitalizing upon the difficulties 
and shortages of his enemy. Hav- 
ing offered by the attack of the 
First Army a threat which the 
enemy dares not ignore, and 
which if it is to be stopped must 
attract to that part of the enemy's 
defensive zone something much 
more formidable in the way of 
mobile reserves than has yet ap- 
peared there, he now hurls in an- 
other major attack between Metz 
and Nancy, which has the effect 
of pinning down the enemy re- 
serves on that part of the front. 

As this attack progresses, it fol- 
lows almost as a mathematical 
conclusion to anyone who has tak- 
en note of the Eisenhower offen- 
sive methods, that there will be a 
third blow, aimed at a part of the 
front where enemy weakness has 
devoloped because of the enemy’s 
necessities elsewhere. This blow 
may very probably be intended to 
score decisive break-through-—that 
is, a penetration into the enemy’s 
rear areas and the consequent 
complete disruption of his whole 
defensive effort.

CASE RECORDS

ASE D-274: At the age of 16, I was elected president of 
C the young people’s society in a leading church at Ft. 

Wayne, Indiana. I took my duties seriously, for as an 
oldest child and rather introvertive, I was already accustomed 
to taking on responsibiljties and looking for definite evidences 
of accomplishment. So I wished to see our society increase its 
membership. I wanted the Sunday night meetings to be more 
interesting, so we could attract bigger crowds. We high 
schoolers didn’t have much knowledge of public speaking tech- 
niques, and most of the members were 80 shy they had to be 
high pressured into leading the meeting when it came their 
turn. The church paper for young people was available to us, 
but it was full of generalized philosophical discourses by 
eminent clergymen. After you read what they said, you still 
had received hardly a single idea of a specific sort for actually 
making the meeting more interesting. 
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WE YOUNG FOLKS were eager and hungry for definite 
ideas that we could put to work. I boughtt a couple of recom- 
mended volumes from the central office of this church and also 
got a copy of Robert’s Rules of Order. The latter was the 
only worthwhile book of the lot. Then I went to a couple of 
summer institutes for young people, thinking I would receive 
some aid there. I obtained very little, for the teachers were 
typical brain trusters, dealing in generalities whereas we young 
people wanted specific techniques or formulae, 
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THESE RELIGIOUS educational teachers, however, were 
no worse than the other college professors of that day, many 
of whom are‘still up in the clouds even in 1944, and so far 
removed from real life as it is actually lived, as to render time 
in their classes almost a total loss to the pupils. Americans 
want concrete helps for immediate use. They wish formulae 
for becoming interesting conversationalists. They like rating 
scales for boy friends and girl friends, by which they can 
check off their good and bad points. They want a formula for 
a good speech that is sure-fire and foolproof. If they are 
teaching a Sunday School class, they like instruction in how 
to prepare popular quizzes of the True-False or the Multiple 
Choice variety, whereby the pupils are enticed into co-operat- 
ing, even if they don’t know the answers. They enjoy Analogy 
problems, plus Matching problems, Check-Off quizzes and the 
like, which are so attractive that they can be regarded as 
games, even though they are serious classroom examinations. 
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THERE HAS BEEN far too much glib talk in the 
“churches. Young people are not greatly impressed by ora- 
torical platitudes about “Demon Rum.” You can influence 
them much better by showing the narcotic or anesthetic in- 
fluence of alcohol, with its slowing down of movement and 
thought. Wise salesmanagers have long realized that beautiful 
generalities will not produce productive salesmen. You must 
teach your crew of salesmen the specific: answers to the spe- 
cific objections the customer will raise. Then these specific 
answers must be memorized until they can be used instantly, 
nonchalantly and smoothly. “Is there really a God?” ask our 
youth. Give them the logical proof which I have outlined 
several times previously in this column. If you wish my bulle- 
tin on “How to Pep Up Church Attendance,” send a three-cent 
stamped envelope, plus a dime.

When toasted 
stale bread is hot and buttered it 
becomes moist and fresh and de- 
lightful base for these eggs. 
Poaching eggs perfectly ig quite a 
trick, but easy once you learn it. 
One needs the freshest of eggs 
for poaching. In fresh eggs the 
white around the yolk has enough 
body to hold its shape and support 
the yolk which is rounded well on 
top. In stale eggs, the white is 
thin and so weak that it flows 
out in a thin, watery layer and 
permits the yolk to settle into a 
flat disc. If you are an amateur 
in poaching eggs or have always 
had trouble in turning out eggs 
attractive in appearance, then I 
suggest using small English muf- 
fin rings. Lay them in simmering 
water. Slide the eggs from the 
saucer into the rings. Ag soon as 
the egg is set sufficiently to hold 
the round shape of the whites, lift 
the rings away carefully, then 
ladle some of the simmering water 
gently over the egg to coagulate 
the thin film of white which cov- 
erg the yolk. Lift them out with 
a slotted pancake turner to drain 
as much water as possible, then 
slip the egg from the pancake 
turner onto the hot toast. 


Sherried Eggs. 


2 tablespoons butter or margar- 
ine, 3 tablespoons flour, 1% cups 
water, 2 tablespoons meat extract 
pastes 2 teaspoons cooking sherry, 
4 eggs, poached until yolks are 
set, 4 slices toasted bread, pi- 
mento, cut into strips. 


Melt butter in a sauce pan, blend 
in the flour. Gradually add the 
water, stirring until well blended 
and smooth; then the meat ex- 
tract paste and the sherry. Cook 
until mixture boils and thickens. 
Meanwhile, place a hot, poached 
egg on each slice of freshly made 
toast. Garnish with pimento. Pour 
the hot gravy over all and serve 
immediately. 4 servings.

Eruptions 


Of the Skin

HE skin is the most sensitive 

organ in the body, responding 

to all sorts of contacts and in- 
ternal bodily toxemias. The actual 
number of different skin diseases 
that have been described are be- 
wildering. Even a doctor looking 
in a modern textbook of derma- 
tology is confused. But the com- 
mon skin ercptions fall into a few 
classes and the general principles 
of the method of treatment are 
relatively simple and easy to re- 
member. 

The normal reaction of the un- 
broken skin is acid, varying from 
a hydroben ion concentration of 
4 to 6. But when the skin is ir- 
ritated to the point of inflamma- 
tion, and an _ eruption which 
breaks the surface occurs with 
seeping and exudation and blister 
formation, the reaction of the sur- 
face turns to alkaline. Hence the 
efficacy of solutions of boric acid 
or aluminum acetate in these con- 
ditions can be understood. 

They act in the most common 
skin eruption of adults, which 
may be called the dermatitis- 
eczema group, no matter what the 
cause. It may be due to an oc- 
cupational contact, or an internal 
food allergy, or infection, or the 
result of a constitutional . disease 
like diabetes, but immediate relief 
is obtained by altering the surface 
reaction. 
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Boric Acid Solution. 


SATURATED SOLUTIONS of 
boric acid are usually best applied 
hot. The heat should be retained 
by covering the saturated gauze 
compresses with oiled silk. Solu- 
tion of aluminum acetate, on the 
other hand, is best used cold. One 
tablespoonful of the salt in a pint 
of cold water is usually well tol- 
erated, but it is well to remember 
that compresses of this character 
should be kept wet otherwise they 
are irritating and do more harm 
than good, 

These compresses should not be 
allowed to remain on the patient’s 
skin over night. When they are 
removed an astringent lotion, such 
as calamine lotion, is applied. In 
the official preparation the amount 
of calamine is too much and it {fs 
likely to cake during the night, so 
it should be diluted with an equal 
part of distilled water. 

When all exudation has stopped 
a change in medical applications 
can be made to ointments, pastes 
or oily suspensions. These are de- 
signed to promote the restoration 
of a normal skin as s00On as pos- 
sible. Zinc oxide ointment ig an 
example of a tried and true rem- 
edy of this sort. Substances which 
strengthen the newly formed epi- 
dermis,- such as ichthyol or re- 
sorcin, may be added to the zine 
oxide ointment. 
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IN THE ACUTE STAGE of a 
weeping eczema-dermatitis which 
cannot be controlled by small com- 
presses it is permissible to im- 
merse the patient in a bath tub 
of warm water to which boric 
acid has been added in order to 
insure an acid reaction. Soaps 
should not be permitted. Here is 
a neplected household remedy 
which in these days of doctor 
shortage can be employed by the 
house mother. 

“A very few drugs suffice to 
treat all diseases of the skin,” 
writes an eminent dermatologist. 
“They are listed in the United 
States Pharmacopoeia and -Na- 
tional Formulary. Every druggist 
has them on his shelves. They are 
efficient and economical.” 

Besides those I have mentioned 
are ammoniated mercury for pus 
infections, salicylic acid (White- 
field’s ointment), or potassium 
permanganate for ringworm, and 
sulphur for scabies, 

There is besides in the way of 
treatment, diet, which should be 
bland for akin diseases, and sun- 
light for stimulation,

contends that ice water or iced 
drinks of any kind are bad for a 
person or bad for digestion, Is 
this true? 

A.: I should think your friend 
could look around him in America 
and see that iced drinks are not 
bad for people, because é all 
drink beverages much colder than 
Europeans or Asiatica, yet we re- 
main pretty healthy. The stom- 
ach has a remarkable capacity 
of reducing all foods and fluids to 
body temperature very rapidly. 

L. LeWould chewing tobacco 
every day in the year cause heart 
trouble or have any bad effect. 

Answer: Chewing tobacco is 
surely more deleterious to health 
than smoking tobacco. It causes 
chronic indigestion, keeps the 
weight down and makes the heart 
skip. 


Orange Lunchbox Bread 


Two tablespoons’ shortening, 
four tablespoons sugar, one egg, 
two cups sifted cake flour, three 
teaspoons all-phosphate baking 
powder, one teaspoon salt, one cup 
canned organge juice, one cup 
chopped nuts, 

Cream shortening; &dd sugar 
gradually, creaming until light and 
fluffy, Add egg and beat well. Sift 
flour, all-phosphate baking powder 
and salt together.. Add to creamed 
mixture and blend. Add orange 
juice and stir until smooth. Add 
nut meats and pour into one-pound 
loaf pan. Bake in slow oven (325 
degrees) for one hour.

Thus, 
it was utterly inconceivable that 
a club lead would be necessary; 
one opponent must have a single 
ton, and no card except the ace 
would have defensive value. With 
ony one lead coming to him, West 
should have selected the heart 
queen, to reveal then and there 
where his little strength lay.

MERELY mentioned the fact

I went to Hyde Park Saturday 
afternoon, taking a friend and 
two small boys with me, It was 
a busy, but very pleasant week- 
end. Dr. and Mrs. David Levy 
came to luncheon on Sunday, and 
we visited the Wiitwyck school at 
Ksopus, N. Y, Otherwise, our time 
was spent in walking through the 
woods and rejoicing in this op- 
portunity to be in the country. 

Today I am back in New York 
City to keep several engagements 
and to see a number of people, 
which is what usually happens 
whenever it is rumored that I am 
here. Both in New York and in 
Washington, I can always fill up 
an hour or two listening to in- 
teresting problems that are 
brought to me. 

A friend of mine has been send- 
ing me editorials written by Miss 
Ruth Taylor. They are largely 
on questions of tolerance and un- 
derstanding between different 
groups of people, They are ¢x-~- 
tremely well written, and since 
they go, L understand, to various 
labor papers and to the news- 
papers of various racial groups, 
I think they must be an influence 
for good, 

A new radio series, known as 
“ternal Light,” and sponsored by 
the Jewish Theological Seminary 
in co-operation with the National 
Broadcasting Co., was inauguratéd 
on Sunday. It is unique in that it 
is the first broadcast religious pro- 
gram which is not a religious 
service. The premiere revolved 
around the story of the famous 
Touro synagogue founded in pre- 
revolutionary days. It wag to this 
synagogue that George Washing- 
ton wrote his famous letter, in 
1790, promising religious freedom 
to the Hebrew congregation of 
Newport, R. I. I can quote only a 
little of that letter here, but it is 
one which I think we should all 
re-read. 

“It is now no more that tolefa- 
tion is spoken of,” wrote Wash- 
ington, “ag if it was by the indul- 
gence of one class of. people, that 
another enjoyed the exercise of

their inherent rights. For hap- 
pily the Government of the Unit- 
ed States, which give to bigotry 
no sanction, to persecution no as- 
sistance, requires only that they 


who live under its protection 
should demean themselves as good 
citizens, in giving it on all occa- 
sions their effectual support.” 
One other significant line in the 
letter should be spread abroad to 
the world. Washington said: 
“There shall be none to make him 
afraid.” Let us hope that will be 
true in the future for every man 
as regards his religion.
